Louie, Obioago and Detroit, arrived- at 
the park with motor car No. 2, to which 
wae attached a trailer in charge ot W. F. 
Miller. The cars flUed up hurriedly, 
deepite the fact that the management 
requested the people to frit. Among 
those who got on the front platform ot 
tte trailer were Misa Iiookwood and her 
friend, MiM Anna Hoffit. Miae Look- 
wood stood on toe lett eideot the plat- 
form with her hand on the window-bar 
tor support. MiM Mofflt wae in front ot 
the door. There were other people on 
the platform and the atele of the car was 
crowded. Clarence Newell sat In one of 
the open windows. The ears started for 
the dty, and won after the start was 
made Miller crowded into the trailer to 
collect the fare*. The torn on to Can- 
trell street coming west wae safely made, 
bnt on the way to the sharp curve at the 
oomer ot Cantrell and Webster streets 
the eara gained enoh momentom down 
the incline that Mauahan realised that 
he oould not ooeok the speed of the can, 
There was no one at tbe brake on the 
trailer, but it, is said that Miller, who 
w.Bbuok in tbe onr, made an effort to 
rettcb the br ike, Tbe people on the oars 
became greatly alarmed before the outre 
was reaebed and there were ones ot dan- 
ger abend. Many boye sod men jumped 
oft and went tumbling in the street.

ICore "Dagoes" ia Danger. 


At Gleuhazet, Pa., a lumbering hamlet 


there ie great excitement over tbe stab- 
bing and billing of an American laborer 
by an Italian and bia subsequent proteo- 
eion from arrest by a b»ud ot Italians 
who floated tbe national flag of Italy. 
Tbe American lumbermen bave armed 
themselves with Winoheeters and have 
served notice upon the Italian leader that 
unless the murderer ia delivered to them 
within five days they will kill every "Da- 
go" in the neighborhood. The Italians 
have appealed to the Italian Consul at 
Philadelphia, who in turn appealed to 
the District Attorney in behalf of Italian 
eubjects involved. To this tbe Attorney 
replied that tbe Consul had better sd- 
vise Ilelj'a subjects to surrender the mur- 
derer. 


What the sequel to this affair will be 


no one ia able to state, but that euoh 
conditions should obtain in this oountry 
becomes the concern of American citizen 
and speaks m unmistaken signs that we 
have become altogether too careless ot 
tbe dignity of the government. 


That a nationality dare float a foreign 


banner in the midst of an American com- 
munity in defiance of tbe laws of a etate 
and the constitutional power ot tbe gov- 
ernment is moat redtoulons. Any hostile 
demonstration ot aliens in tnia country 
under a foreign flag should be promptly 
met by banishment. The oountry can- 
not afford to allow these things to occur. 
It is done tinder the mistaken notion of 
these people that the liberty ot this 
country te synonomotis with license, and 
until they are made to understand that 
this is a government and not a eyatem of 
anarchy these thing will oocnr. It the 
government fails to do its duty in regard 
to auch overt acts mob law will be re 
sorted to in the end which will not serve 
to commend the governmunt to the favor 
ot the nations of the world. 


MINNEAPOLIS Tribune: It the inven- 


tion of Dr. Bates ot this city stands tbe 
test ot experiment, the entire electric 
railway system ot overhead wiiea and 
poles will soon be auperceded by a elm- 
pie conduit bolt to the center ot tbe 
track. Some suoli invention is greatly 
needed. Tbe overhead maze of wires is 
a constant eonrce of delay and danger. 
The place tor all electric wires, whether 
for railways, telegraphs or telephones, is 
underground, or properly insulated and 
protected ia conduits, as proposed by 
Dr. Bates. The main difficulty to be ap- 
prehended with the new invention is with 
enow and ice in whites. The slot which 
admits tbe trolley arm from the oar into 
the conduit is protected from rain and 
dnat by a steel atrip which acts with a 
apriug. It this strip arid spring can pro 
tect the etot alike from.raiu and dnat in 
summer, and from snow and ice in win- 
ter, the intention may prove to be one 
of tbe meet important in yean. Presi- 
dent Lowry deems the invention to pos- 
sess considerable merit, and will un- 
doubtedly give it thorough trial.

Gen. Jnbsl Early in concluding, the 


address be made at the unveiling ot tin 
Stonewall Jackson monument said: 


"Let me conclude by saying, and let 


every honest hearted confederate woo 
foognt bravely in the war, say, "It I 
should ever apologise (or any part or ac- 
tion taken bj m* in the war, may the 
lightening of A ngbteooa newen blast 
me from the earth, and may I be non- 
sidered as spawn ot the earth by all hon- 
est men." 


Th» it but another evidence ot the 


fact that the cranks carried over from 
the rebellion are not all deed, Tbeeonth 
was either right or wrong in tbe late war. 
It time has abown they were wrong an 
acknowledgement ot that fact would hu- 
miliate no confederate soldier. It time 
haa not convinced them that they were 
mistaken in their effort to dissolve the 
Union, then the pretentious of loyalty to 
the gaveraraant jow is purely an outra- 
geous falsehood snd sham, and the state- 
ments of the D?o:ooratio press vouching 
tor the loyiilty of the people ot f he South 
are tbe vaporinge ot ignorance if not de- 
ceit, Tbe people ot the North have en- 
tertained a notion for about thirty years 
that the cause ot the Union wae right 
and that no state bad a right to with- 
draw from the Union by its own act and 
these same people have for about 26 
years been under the impreeeion that 
that fact bfcd been established beyond 
controversy by the war. Gen. Early dis- 
agrees viththeae people and is still ot 
the opinion that the cause ol tbe South 
is forever right.

was a foolish dream; that on general 
principles it cou'd not have been ens- 
tamed had it been acknowledged by the 
north; and that it waa wrong from any 
point of view.

Peter Wendel, a Germtm 
saloon-keeper In Juarez, in speaking of 
the matter yesterday to a party of Amer- 
icans in his saloon, said Sehulenberg wae 
right and began to curse the American 
flag. This aroused the Americana pres- 
ent who proceeded to demolish bis aaloon. 
Not a window or door was left in tbe 
building. There were no arrests.

Raster on European Wagea. 


Chicago IVKrane—In a recent letter 


from Herman Raster, printed in the 
Staats-Zeitun-g, be has eometbing to asy 
about the people in the neighborhood of 
the little bathing place where he ie stay- 
ing. They are weavers by trade, and un- 
der average circumstances each of them 
earns about 40 cents a day on which to 
support himself, wife and what children 
he may bave. 
The Democratic free 


trade orator will flay at once that every- 
thing is much cheaper abroad than here 
and that tbe 40 cente are the equivalent 
of a great many more in American 
money. 


This is Beater's statement ot what tbe 


weaver trays with bl> wages daily for him- 
self, wife.aod four children: Bent of tbe 
single room they occupy which contains 
the loom, cooking utenaOs, snd bed, and 
is 12 by 16 feet, 24 cents per day; a five- 
pound loaf of bread, made of rye and bar* 
ley, 13.2 cents; a quart and a half of 
skimmed milk, 12 cente; hall peok of po* 
tatoee, 3.6 oente; a quarter of peck of 
flour, 4,2 oente; ealt O.S cent; kerosene, 1 
cent) butter, 1.2 cents; total 27.6 oente, 
This does not leave much leeway for 
meat, and cod and clothes, Tbe weaver 
bays every two or three weeka R half 
pound of meat witb bones, and peye 
about 7 cente for it. In winter be bays a 
hundred weight of coal, for which he 
piiye 26 cents and which laete him ten 
days. 


Tbe American workingman is jn the 
habit of living somewhat better than this, 
and would not care to drop down to this 
frugal fare. But he Trill have to if hie 
Democratic fronds force him into com- 
petition with taen who live as these Ger- 
man weavers do. Is be quite ready to 
take all the duties off competitive goods, 
sect to go into a nionafactorin? war, to 
b* victor in whioh he must imitate the 
style of living ot bis opponent?

AN interview with Ex-Speaker Reed 


wae published in a Paris, France, newi- 
paper, in which, epeaki ng of the present 
tariff law, he made tbe following sensible 
and convincing statement to the French 
people: 


"Do not think the bill was voted in a 
spirit ot hostility toward European 
states.
